Two of the three reports are con 
cerned with dowel joints. One is on 
the effect of moisture content and the 
other on the effect of depth of inser 
tion of the dowel on joint strength 

Both these reports describe part 
of the work on joints, which is, in 
turn, a section of the programme on 
structures research. General policy 
of this programme is to find means 
of economising in the use of 
materials. 

Other work being 
joints, which the F.D.C. say they hope 
to publish at a later date, include 
tests on mortise and tenon joints and

Viewpoint 


HAT will be the effect of 

W the Chancellor of the 

Exchequer’s action in 

relaxing the control of finance for 
hire purchase transactions? 

In the first place it will be a 

considerable help to _ smaller 
family furnishing businesses. 
These independent retailers will 
be able to get whatever money 
they need to finance their H.-P. 
agreements. This in turn will 
help them to compete with the 
big multiple groups which of 
course have always financed their 
own trading. 
*k* To some degree the 
Chancellor’s action may be a 
blow to the many small finance 
houses that have been formed in 
considerable numbers during the 
last few months; for the retail 
furnisher will now be able to go 
to his own bank and borrow at 
44 per cent as against the, say, 
9 per cent charged by finance 
companies. 

In this connection however it 
must be stressed that the 9 per 
cent referred to includes the whole 
of the work of the transaction, 
the booking, the collection of 
payments and so on, and the 
retailer will not be saving any- 
thing like 44 per cent if he goes 
direct to his bank. 

*%* The Hire Purchase Trade 
Association is very pleased with 
the new relaxation. Ever since 
the announcement was made in 
July that restrictions on deposits 
and length of agreements had 
been abolished the Association 
has been urging that it was only 
logical that, at the same time, the 
restrictions on the provision of 
capital for such transactions 
should also be rescinded. But, 
while welcoming the Chancellor's 
action, the H.P.T.A. hopes that 
this is only one step towards 
complete freedom. 

%x* But whether this is so or 
not, there is no doubt that Mr. 


BUTLER’S action will have the 
effect of intensifying to a 
considerable extent the keen 
competition in H.P. business— 
and particularly the battle be- 
tween the furnishing and other 
trades for their shares of the 
public’s spending money. 


UNFAIR TRADING 


ERE comes another—and 

timely—attack on hawkers 
who hire church halls and other 
public buildings to hold one-day 
sales of carpets. It comes from 
Mr. B. T. TANSLEY, Chairman of 
Smethwick Chamber of Trade 
and a well-known local retailer. 

Mr. Tansley dubs these haw- 
kers as “unfair traders.” He 
says that customers are definitely 
getting no advantage whatever 
from their purchases, On the 
other hand he says: 

“People who are buying these 
carpets are finding them of very 
poor quality. But they cannot 
do anything about it once they 
have purchased the articles. In 
nine cases out of ten the customer 
is getting a raw deal.” 

These facts should be driven 
home strongly to the owners of 
public halls in every part of the 
country where such sales are held. 


%*%* Such action can be effec- 
tive. We ourselves some time ago 
made representations to a Surrey 
Council that was leasing its 
Community Centre for one-day 
carpet sales. Our representations 
had the result of all future sales 
of this type being stopped.

NEW TECHNIQUES ASSURE PROSPERITY 


FTER a year of steady progress 
and prosperity for most firms 
in the area, the High Wycombe 
furniture industry faces the future 
with renewed confidence in its ability 
to maintain its traditional] place in the 
production of sound, well-designed 
furniture for British homes. 

The initial problems of the return 
to-freedom phase have been overcome 
and High Wycombe firms have had 
encouraging success in the last 12 
months in their aim to ally increasing 
mechanisation in production with the 
maintenance of the 250-year-old 
tradition of craftsmanship on which 


the centre’s high reputation in the 
industry has been founded 

With continuing steady demand for 
domestic models as well as for furni 
ture for shipping, schools, offices and 
Government contracts, Wycombe has 
enjoyed a high level of employment 
ind production, still well maintained 
at a time normally regarded as one of 
seasonal decline, 

Fears that some of the smaller firms 
might succumb in a period of in 
tensive competition following the 
introduction of the “ D” Scheme and 
of freedom of design and manufacture 
have proved groundless

(continued from previous page) 
facturers in these improvement 
schemes, many of them still going 
on as part of long-term programmes, 
to enhance production efficiency, in- 
crease showroom space and add to 
the amenities of staffs. 

And the expansion and develop- 
ment has by no’ means been confined 
to the larger firms, nor to those in 
the town centre. The Wycombe 
industry is gradually growing out 
along the valley of the Wye and up 
the hills of the Chilterns and joining 
up more closely with those other 
flourishing off-shoots of the main 
centre—at Loudwater, Saunderton, 
Downley, Penn Street, Stokenchurch, 
Princes Risborough, Marlow, Tylers 
Green, and Wooburn. 

As well as modernisation of 
premises in the centre of the town 
there are signs now of ever-quickening 
development on the outskirts—on the 
new trading estate at Cressex, over- 
looking the town, and at both the 
eastern and western ends of the town. 

Productivity in the Wycombe area 
has been stepped up quite remark- 
ably in the last year or two by the 
introduction of new plant, mechanical 
handling, more stringent production 
control and adoption of time and 
motion study. Progressively in the 
last five years the area as a whole 
has increased to a striking extent its 
percentage of the national turnover 
of furniture, in comparison with the 


In Wycombe 


percentage of a number of firms. Pro- 
duction of chairs in the Wycombe 
area, too, is about five times the 
national average. 

This increase in productivity is 
being achieved in the larger firms by 
planned production and time and 
motion study and in the smaller firms, 
many specialising in restricted ranges 
of furniture, by greater use of 
machines, improved methods of hand- 
ling and re-organisation of factory 
lay-outs, 

Many firms have their own plan- 
ning departments, shop committees, 
method committees, shop progress 
charts and targets. 

Sub-assembly is widely in use. The 
old haphazard methods of production 
have been superseded by stop-watch 
costing and timing, by the breaking 
down of operations and by close co- 
ordination between all departments. 

From the plank-sawing stage to the 
finished article mechanical aids speed 
up production, minimise waste of time 
and material, and eliminate drudgery 
among the workers, Roller conveyors, 
trolleys, belts, chutes and fork lift 
and electric trucks accelerate move- 
ment all along the production lines. 
Air-compressed clamps, electric small 
tools, automatic feeds, high frequency 
machines for shaping laminated bends, 
applying veneers and joining, and 
hydraulic presses all help to a degree 
unimagined before the war.

Among the latest machines intro 
duced in Wycombe factories are a 
heavy duty press to bond waste wood 
into blockboard and to bond plywood 
facings in the manufacture of table 
tops, and a radio frequency edge 
gluer for the production of wood 
panels by edge glueing narrow strips 

Some of the machirmes have re- 
duced the role of the operative merely 
to one of loading and unloading 


Upholstery Output Up 


Output in upholstery has also been 
vastly increased, by the widespread 
use of foam rubber. But although 
extensive research into the use of 
shaped rubber units for backs and 
seats in upholstery has_ enabled 
Wycombe to keep well in the van 
in this branch of the industry, the 
area is still meeting a keen demand 
for the upholstered furniture using 
the traditional springing materials 
Here again careful scheduling, 
breaking down of operations and 
simplification of methods have helped 
to step up output markedly. 

In spite of the obvious difficulties 
involved, most Wycombe firms now 
change their designs much more 
frequently—some two or three times 
a year—but the production difficulties 
have been met to a large degree by 
the use of inter-changeable com 
ponents and by the changing of super 
ficial features in basic standard 
designs. 


Trend Of Design 


The trend of design, by and large, 


has’ followed a 
between the ultra 
‘old fashioned” traditional 
But while this middle 
moderate contemporary furniture 
forms generally the bulk of 
Wycombe’s present production of 
domestic furniture, plenty of attention 
is still being paid by the smaller firms, 
specialising to meet particular 
markets, to traditional styles and 
reproduction furniture. 

A number of firms, indeed, 
taken the opportunity of reviving 
with marked success, some of the 
popular models in which _ they 
specialised before the war—the hand 
some bergere suites, caned chairs 
reproduction cabinets. An example 
of the happy blend of traditional and 
contemporary has been the successful 
marketing of a graceful suite of caned 
chairs with a modern line.

Help In Export Drive 


While High Wycombe’s contribution 
to the export drive is still necessarily 
small, some firms are quite

Progress so far has shown that for 
all the development of  flow-line 
methods and the successful intro- 
duction of big schemes for marketing 
complete home furnishing ranges of 
matching furniture, there is still room 
and plenty of scope for the small man 
producing his highly individual 
models and high quality specialised 
products for restricted markets. 

While numbers have necessarily 
diminished considerably in_ recent 
years, highly skilled wood carvers and 
turners still ply their craft in work- 
shops comparatively little changed in 
the course of half a century and, 
indeed, wood turners’ workshops are 
still to be found in their original 
settings in the Buckinghamshire 


beechwoods round High Wycombe. 

Some Wycombe firms still rely for 
their materials largely on wood from 
local sources and other home-grown 
timber but the vast strides in timber 
technology, the almost universal 
adoption of scientific seasoning and 
kiln drying, and the benefit of expert 
advice from scientists at the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory at 
Princes Risborough have all enabled 
local firms to make the fullest and 
most economical use of the wide 
variety of hardwoods now largely 
brought from forests of West Africa 
and other tropical and sub-tropical 
sources, as well as the popular oak 
and beech imported from European 
mills, and to a smaller extent from 
Japan and America. 


Students From Whole Country Will 


Train At Wycombe’s New College 


The 


Ute yplsdnag trade students from 

all parts of the country, and 
from overseas, will be flocking to 
High Wycombe next month, when the 
first phase of High Wycombe’s new 
half million pound Technical College 
is opened for use for the first time. 

The finishing touches and the 
installation of ultra-modern plant, 
equipment and machinery for tech- 
nical instruction are now being com- 
pleted at the impressive new building 
on a site in the centre of the town, 
at the corner of St. Mary’s Street and 
Queen Alexandra Road, High 
Wycombe 

The towering new structure, first 
planned soon after the war, overlooks 
High Wycombe’s first tiny furniture 
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new College in course of construction, 


workshop established in St, Mary’s 
Street by Mr. Thomas Widginton and 
still used by craftsmen of Nicholls 
and Janes, Ltd. 

Many hundreds of tons of concrete 
have been used in the construction 
of the foundations of the new college, 
near the course of an underground 
stream. 

At the opening of the autumn term 
senior students of the Department of 
Furniture and Wood Technology will 
leave the present Technical College 
buildings in Easton Street, High 
Wycombe, and move into the spacious, 
airy and magnificently-equipped class- 
rooms, workshops, machine rooms 
and laboratories of the new college. 

The facilities afforded will enable 
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the furniture department to embark 
on considerable expansion of the 
work, including for the first time 
research work. 

New staff has already been 
appointed to cope with this expansion 
and with the expected increase in the 
number of students over a wide area. 
Unencumbered by the cramped 
accommodation which has for so long 
hampered work at the old college, 
the furniture school will offer com- 
prehensive training in all branches of 
the furniture industry, including wood 
technology, for senior students in 
full-time day classes, evening classes 
and apprenticeship scheme day-release 
courses, 


For the first term in the new 
premises there will be students from 
as far away as Northumberland, 
Staffordshire and Lincolnshire—and 
from Denmark. 

The new 
department 


machine production 
at the college will be 
especially lavishly equipped for 
advanced instruction in all branches 
of furniture mass production. 


Equipment provided for the use of 
the students includes a triple drum 
sander, a drying kiln of the latest 
type, dust extraction and chip 
extraction plant, pneumatic presses, 
equipment for wood bending and 
lamination, pre-forming of plywood, 
high frequency glueing and joining 
and a variety of smaller pneumatic 
and electric tools. 

The syllabus will afford the fullest 
facilities for day-release instruction 
under the apprenticeship schemes now 
being operated by High Wycombe 
firms and will include cabinet making, 
chair making, machine production, 
upholstery, drawing and _ design, 
theory of construction and working 
drawings, study of historic and con- 
temporary furniture and furnishings, 
production methods, timber techno- 
logy, foremanship and management 
and works supérvision. 

The opening of the new building 
will mark a new phase in the close 
co-operation for long maintained 
between the college and the town’s 
furniture industry. 

Recognising that 
successful use of the study and 
training facilities will have an 
important bearing on the future pro- 
gress of the industry, High Wycombe 
and District Furniture Manu- 
facturers’ Society are planning to 
maintain the closest possible liaison 
and consultation with the governing 
body of the college and the principal, 
(Mr. W. J. Davies), the head of the 
furniture department, (Mr. H. J. 
Cutler) and the staff, through repre- 
sentatives of the trade, already cc 
opted on the governing body,

But it was obvious some years ago 
that in spite of machine aids the drift 
of labour away from the town’s staple 
industry would have to be halted to 
avert a serious threat to the whole 
future of the industry. 

The “balance of industry” policy of 
High Wycombe and District Chamber 
of Commerce encouraged the entry of 
many new industries to the Wycombe 
area—light engineering, clothing, food, 
electrical and instrument-making—but 
it brought with it a new and acute 
problem for the furniture trade as 
workers were attracted away from 
the furniture factories. 

Even at a time of prosperity for 
the furniture trade it was estimated 
that skilled workers were drifting to 
other industries at the rate of some- 
thing like 150 a-year, and the drift 
was accelerated alarmingly during the 
slump of 1952,

Since then High Wycombe and 
District Furniture Manufacturers’ 
Society have embarked on a com 
prehensive campaign designed to 
popularise the industry, to stimulate 
recruitment among school-leavers and 
to improve factory training and 
apprenticeship schemes. 

And there are already encouraging 
signs that this alarming drift from the 
furniture trade has been checked. The 
labour force has been increased in 
the course of a year by 400 or 500 
and the yearly “ intake” of recruits is

Timber Demand 
Despite Holidays 


Era es the fact that the holiday 
season is now in full swing, the 
demand for most species of hardwoods 
has maintained its pace. This, it is 
thought, can be accounted for in part 
by actual consumer demand, but 
mainly by the dollar hardwood posi- 
tion created during the past few 
months. The uncertainty has resulted 
in badly unbalanced stocks, and with 
hopes of an early reopening of the 
dollar market receding 1aany importers 
and merchants are busily engaged in 
restocking in preparation for the 
autumn months. It is believed that 
another meeting took place recently 
between representatives of the trade 
and the authorities apropos the dollar 
market and it is understood that the 
trade again pressed strongly for an 
early statement of the Government's 
intentions. Until this statement is 
forthcoming the forward market is 
bound to be adversely affected 
. x « 


There has been a good demand for 
home-grown hardwoods It is inter 
esting to note that the Forestry Com 
mission, after consultation with the 
Home Grown Timber Advisory Com 
mittee, recently announced the fellins 
quota for the year beginning Octo 
ber 1: hardwoods 26 million cubic 
feet; softwoods 6.9 million cubic feet 
This means, in effect, that the quota 
has been restored to the level in opera 
tion before the disastrous gales in 
Scotland 18 months ago which blew 
down so much of the standing timber 
in that area. In the case of hard 
woods, the Commission will be pre 
pared to license up to ten per cent in 
excess of the quota if 
cations from the home 
are forthcoming, and 
agreed to some relaxation in th 
gories of timber they are prepared to 
license. It has been stressed, however, 
that it is important that the issue of 
felling licences in Scotland uuld not 
in any way prejudice the 
wind-blown timber operations whi 
are still in full swing

Bad Techniques 


HILST there has been a welcome 

fall in the number of industrial 
act idents recorded in many categories, 
the “Annual Report of the Chief In- 
spector ol Factories ”’* reveals that 
accidents at woodworking machines 
show no signs of reduction 


The two types of machines in widest 
use, namely, circular saws and over 
hand planers, accounted for 70 per 
cent of the accidents, and the num 
ber of accidents occurring on such 
machines as high speed routers, bor 
ing machines, sanding machines and 
portable circular saws was relatively 
great. 

Thirty-four per 
dents happened on circular saws en 
gaged on cutting squared material, and 
of these 50 per cent occurred to the 
sawyer during the feeding 
In 58 per cent of the accidents to 
the right hand during ripping, no pus! 
stick was being used
